OBSTRUCTING THE WHEELS OF "Eveilinfi: 

LEGISLATION. 

The apectaole that tho Opposition fac- 
tion in the House of Assombly has pro- 1 
sontod to tho publio during the last few 
weeks is enough to make thinking men 
and especially men who tako a deep 
interest in the future welfare of this Pro- 
vince, stop and consider whether the 
indifference our people of standing in the 
community display with regard to legis- 
lative matters is not calculated to cause 
Responsible Government to drift so far 
into disrepute as to endanger its very 
existence. The course pursued by the 
five demagogues who lead tho opposition 
in tho Local Legislature with roforenco to 
the Constitution Act is, wo venture to say, 
unparalleled in the annnU of legislative 
proceedings. To say nothing of the delays 
sougbt and conceded by a too generous 
man, (as the leader of tho government is,) 
at the beginning of tho session, when tho 
Bill was first introduced, amendment 
after amendment has boon moved to the 
various furmal stages of the Bill with tho 
one object of accomplishing delay ana 
retarding business, in the hope, as in a 
moment of unwonted oandour was admit- 
ted by the member for Victoria, Mr. 
Beaveu, of wearing Government support- 
ers out and effecting a catoh-vote against 
the Government in tho event of some ouo 
chancing to fall eiok or being obliged to 
leave lor a few days to attend to urgent 
private business. Ordinarily tho oppon- 
ents of a Bill mako tho best tight they can 
on its second reading, and when fairly 
beaten on that allow it to go through tho 
remainder of tho stages in a formal man- 
ner until it reaches the committeo and 
then they lend their assist. nee to make 
the best of what they may consider a bad 
measure Not so, however, with the 
hungry faction yclept the Opposition here. 
When the order for tho second reading 
came up, an amendment was moved by Dr. 
Ash and debated for two or threo days 
and defeated. A second amendment was 
then moved but ruled out of order by- 
Mr. Speaker. The question for tho 
Becond rea liug was then allowed to bt 
considered simply because the rules would 
not permit otherwise. Two or threo days 
moro wero consumed in debating tho 
question whether or not the Bill should 
be read a second time and at last tho vota 
was taken and the second reading effected. 
There, as wo have said, opposition in 
other Assemblies would have ceased; but 
not so with our political desperadoes On 
tho motion that the Bill be committed (a 
mere formal one) an amendment was 
moved by Mr.Walkem.resultingin awoary 
repetition of debate, the consumption of 
valuable time and, of course.defeat. Other 
amendments had been promised, but tho 
timely moving o! the previous quesiion 
stopped debute and compelled a voto 
which resulted in the House deciding that 
the Bill should be commuted. On the 
the next formal motion being put, "that 
Mr. Speaker do now leave tho 
ohuii" to go into committeo, an 
amendment was moved by Mr. Boav- 
en which, being out of order, was 
after the loss of considerable valuable 
time withdrawn and another ouo 
substituted, which has now oc- 
oupied two whole days in debate — 
the debato (nave the mark!) being of 
court-0 simply a repetition ot that whiob 
took place on the first stage of tho Bill 
repeatedly repeated. Tho Opposition 
admit that unless sickness or other out- 
side circumstance should come to their 
rescue they havo no hope of success, and 
yet they shamelessly' persist iu their ob 
struction. It may be all very well for 
Dr. Ash, who iB at homo, nnd can leave 
as (he does) tho House every day to at 
tend to his professional duties; and for Mr, 
Be iven, who can also attend to the very 
Bniftll amount of real estate business a 
not over-confiding publio entrust to his 
oare; and lor Mr. Walkem, who cin with- 
out much trouble attoud to tho limited 
amount of legal work a few of his admiring 
political pardsau friends put in his hands, 
to retard legislative work and effect in- 
jury to the private interests of other 
members whose homes are at a distunco, 
and who are bore in some instances at a 
great sacrifice of private business interest. 
Already murmurs are heard from these 
members which point to a removal of tho 
seat of legislature to some remote and 
and quiet place where t.ueh a course of 
selfishness as wo have referred to would 
bo impossible, and where represeotutivus 
would not be daily insulted by Messrs. 
Walkem and Humphreys addressing 
themselves for hours together to the 
habitues of tho giilleries instead of to the 
members assembletl to di-cuss in a delib- 
erative manner thb various measures that 
may come before them At this moment 
there appear on the Orders of tho Day 
several Bills that are urgently required 
by the country. Bills vitally effecting the 
now industry of quartz mining are among 
the number. These are hopelessly 
blocked by the obstructives, the hader of 
whom is senior member for tho district 
most concerned in their passage. Then 
there is the Dyking Bill, in which Now 
Westminster district has a large and 
direct interest ; and tha Corporations 
Bill, in which every man who deah in 
mining stocks will find protection against 
vexatious litigation; and the Eitimiitet), 
without tho passago of which no public 
works can be prosecuted during the pro- 
sent year, when it is essential the cribbing 
of the trunk road to Cariboo should be 
strengthened to admit of the passage of 
heavy mining machinery. AH these and 
many other measures lie in abeyance bo- 
cause the Opposition choose to obstruct 
the passage of tho Constitution Bill, 
which is designed to bteak up pocket 
boroughs like Kootenay and equalize the 
representation. Wo doubt if so dis- 
graceful a spectacle as that whioh has 
been witnessed during the past week has 
its parallel in any country where Consti- 
tutional Government has an existence; 
and we strongly suspect that the obstruc- 
tion is due to a deep-laid schemo on the 
part of tne leader of the Opposition to 
render Responsible Government a "Bteneh 
in tho nostrils" of the country in the 
hope that lie may bo enabled to ride per- 
manently into power undor a Crown 
Colony systom of Government. Indeed, 
in a recent debate, said as much.

EUROPE. 
London, March 13.— It is understood 
the Sultan haB conferred upon Baronoss 
Burdott Coutta tho grand Cordon of tho 
Order of Mejailie, the only instance of its 
bestowal on a lady, as a recognition of her 
efforts in behalf of Turkish refugees. 

In consequence of an alarming spro.ul 
of typhoid fever at St. Petersburg many 
families are leaving tho city.

Tho 
duelists exchanged shots but neither wo* 
hit. 

London, March 12.— In the House ol 
Commons to night the motion of Ashley, 
censuring Layard, British Ambassador at 
Constantinople, in connection with the 
Negropontis correspondence, was rejected, 
206 to 132 

Paris, March 12. — A special from Con- 
stantinople states that the Sultan has 
summoned Prince Hassan of Egypt to 
Constantinople. It is said tho Prince is 
implicated iu the conspiracy of Suleiman 
Pasha. Tho ohief Pasha is going to Con 
stantinopla to intercedo for him. 

London, Maroh 12.— Tho British fleet 
has arrived in the Gulf of Ismid from 
Tonzla. 

A Berlin dispatch says it is reported 
that Count Andrassy iuformod tho Hun- 
garian Budget Committeo that Austria 
would never consent to tho extension of 
Bulgaria to tho iEgoan Sea or to Russian 
occupation of the Province for moro than 
six months. It is thought the Congress 
will meet about April 10th and that the 
real business will cemmonco on tho 15th 
of April. 

Berlin, March 12.— Qen. Koudener, 
who was waiting to be tried by court mar- 
tial for defeat at Plevna, has been roleased 
from arrest and appointed assistant com 
mandor of Warsaw. 

Constantinople, March 12 — Prince 
Hassan has refused to obey the order of 
the Porte to evacuate Varna, declaring 
that he awaits tho Khedive's orders. There 
is BDmo agitation in Syriu in favor of an 
nexation to E.'ypt. 

London, March 14— A correspondent at 
Berlin confirms tho report relative to 
Count Andrassy's statement before the 
Hungarian Budget Committee. Tho com- 
munication says the Count also said iu 
the event of R ussia insisting on a change 
of balance of power mobilization might 
become necessary at a moment's notice, 
not to occupy Bosnia, but to effectually 
defend AusiriuV interests. 

Berlin, March 13 - It is expected Sub 
dulla Bey, Into amlmas d<<r at Berlin, will 
bo tko second Turkish plenipotentiary to 
the Congress. 

London, March 12 — A dispatch from 
Constantinople reports the Russiaus have 
occupied Wokerekerin, a half hour's maroh 
from Budukdero on the Bo.npborua They 
also occupy a majority of the villages 
around Constantinople and continue ad 
vancing towards tho city. Bucharest 
papers mention a rumor that Germany 
anil Austria would consent to the retro- 
cession of Bessarabia if tho mouths of the 
Danube were left in the possession of the 
Roumanians. 

Vienna, Maroh 12. — At tho sitting of 
tho sub-ommittee of tho Hungnrian dele- 
gation to-day Count Andrasay stated that 
the Government had been throughont dis 
posed to recognize tho independence, but 
not the neutrality of Rou mania. Horr 
Wuhrman protested that the Hungarian 
delegation was not ruled by warliko feel- 
ings; but it calmly and steadily declared 
it readiness to outer upon war if unavoid- 
ably necessary Several members ox- 
prossed a concurrence iu this view. 

London, March J2 — A to egram receiv- 
ed in Paris from Athens statos tho Czar 
has giveu notice of his consent to the ad- 
mission of Greeco to the Congress. 

Vienna, March 12.— Several deputies of 
the Hungarian delegation declared thoy 
would not regard tho passago of the credit 
as a vote of confidonce in tho Government, 
Vienna, March 13. —Tho Hungarian 
delegation to day voted in committeo the 
grant of 37,000,000 florins for urgent and 
extraordinary army and navy require- 
ments. 

St. PHTEKSDURrj. March 13.— Prince 
Burseff will shortly proceed to Rome aB 
semi official representative of Russia to 
the Vatican. 

Vienna, March 13. — Political corres- 
pondence says the conviction prevails in 
St. Petersburg that the British arrange- 
ments reveal England's intention to oc- 
cupy some point in the Levant, possibly 
Mityleuo. Russia would then have to 
consider the safety of her Black Sea coast, 
which io only a few hours sail from Mity- 
lene. Immediately after tho arrival of 
Genl. Ignatioff and Raouf Pasha in St. 
Petersburg the conditions of peace will be 
communicated to tho powers. 

CANADA. 
London, Ont., March 13. — J. H. Har- 
grevis, proprietpr of a hair factory here, 
was arrested last night, charged with ex- 
cessive cruelty to young apprentices. 
Various implements of torture, consisting 
of ropes mid pulleys, leather thongs, pad- 
locks and gags were produced in court. 
This morning one of his v ctims, Annie 
Sparks, related cruelties that had been 
practiced on her by Hargrevis and his 
partner Jams. She had ropeatedly been 
left suspended by the hands from tho 
ceiling of n dark room, one time for four 
days. HargreviB would slacken the rope 
at dinner time and hoist her again at 
night. She described the gagging and 
flogging proaess an applied to herself and 



several others. Hargrevis was committed 
for trial. The foromau bos boon nrrested 
for complicity, and Jams, the partner, 
has absconded. At tho closo of tho court 
tho polico hud difficulty in keeping Har- 
grovis from tho mob.

Berlin, March 14.— The Anglo-Aus- 
trian demand that the whole of the 
Ruaso-Turkish agreement shall be sub- 
mitted to tho congress arises from tho be- 
lief that special aud socret arrangements 
havo beou enterod into independent of 
the principal treaty. 

London, March 14.— The Wiven, a tur- 
ret ship, built for tho Southern Confed- 
eracy, but detained by tho Government 
and ever since moored in tho harbor, has 
beun brought to tho Devonport dockyard 
to be prepared for commission. 

A terrible colliery explo-iou occurred 
in Wintry Brook pit near Bollior yester- 
day evening. The mouth of the pit was 
blocked until 6 o'clock, whou tho oxplor 
ers succeeded in ontoiing. At last ac- 
counts thoy had found 10 corpses. Forty 
men were working in tho pit at the time 
of tho explosion, aud it is certain that 
they perished.

Thursday, March 11. 
The Speaker took tho chair tit 2 p.m. 

REPORT. 

Mr. Walkem handed in a report from 
the select committee ou tho Quartz Min- 
ing Act, suggesting that tho Bill bo re- 
printed for the nse of taid committee, 
man school. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott laid before the House 
a return showing the names and oceupa- 
pationa of parents of childrou at present 
attending the High School. 

Ordered printed. 

TRANSFER OF LUNATICS. 



Mr. Armstrong moved that this House 
is of opinion that tho inmates of the luna- 
tio asylum, Victoria, should be at once 
removed to the now lunatic asylum, New 
Westminster. Tho mover regretted that 
the transfer had not been made some time 
since. Notwithstanding tho roport of the 
Commission appointed to examine tho 
new building, he contended that it was in 
a much hotter condition for occupation 
than tho structure at present occupied. 
Many of tho alterations suggested in tho 
report could bo madej whilst tho lunatics 
were thero. He did not wish to rollootou 
the present Chief Commissioner for refus- 
ing to alter the plana and specifications 
prepared by his predecessor, but ho 
thought it a pity tho suggested alterations 
in respect of tho addition of a mansard 
roof and the erection of an exterior fence 
had not been mado in the summor of 
1877. In his opinion a great deal of un- 
necessary dolay had taken placo. The 
hon. gentleman than proceeded to quote 
extensively from tho correspondence and 
report on tho matter, giviughis experience 
at to lunatic asylums. Ho vory much 
doubtod whether the resident physician's 
report was written by a fano man. 
After roviowing the recommendations of 
the Commission, and contending that the 
gentlemen suggesting them did not in 
many respects understand the condition 
of affairs, tho hon. gentlemau said the 
amount of $30,377 for alterations was too 
much for tho Province to expend. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott suggested that tho re- 
solution be amended by adding the words 
"bo soon as tho uecossary alterations are 
made." The Government were very anx- 
ious to provide proper accomodation for 
tho unfortunate lunatics, but they thought 
to make the transfer at ones would be to 
move them "out of frying-pan into the 
fire." With reforenco to the resident 
physician's report tho Government had 
thought it advisable in the interests of the 
public that a commission should bo ap- 
pointed alio to examino tho building. 
This had been douo, and the suggestions 
of the commission agreed in their most 
important points with tho physician's 
report, Jbut jt was not intended at the 
present to make all the largo alterations 
suggested, which would cost somo §315,- 
000. Alterations, however, costiug only 
some $5,000 wore positively necessary, 
and ho would aBk the mover of tho resolu- 
tion to modify it so as to enable them to 
be made. With reforonco to tho appoint- 
ment of the Resident Physician ho could 
only state that that gentleman had been 
reoommended for tho appointment by 
nearly every member of the medical pro- 
fession in tho Province who was not a can- 
didate for the position. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Morrison agreed with a good deal 
that Mr. Armstrong had said, but thought 
the amendment snggosted by tho Pre- 
mier was a reasonable one. Ho hoped 
hon. gentlomen would do all in their 
powor, however, to secure tho speedy re- 
moval of the unfortunate lunatics to more 
suitable quarters thanthoso at present oc- 
onpisd. 

Mr. Evans said he placed very little 
cpufidence in the judgmont of tho Medi- 
cal Superintendent, and instanced an 
alleged case of erroneous opinion formed 
by that gentloman in connection with the 
hospital at Cariboo. 

Mr. Beaven contendod that notwith- 
standing tho report of the [physician and 
the suggestions of the Commissioners, the 
building at New Westminster at present 
could afford ample and proper accommo- 
dation for twice tho number of patients 
now in the Victoria Asylum. He held 
that at least 72 inmatos could be comfor- 
tably lodged and that tho new structure 
was in every way superior to any asylum 
north of San Francisco. Ho contendod 
that the Government deserved the censure 
of tho House for not having transferred 
the pationtB long ago and argued that the 
delay' had been permitted to enable the 
Medioal Superintendent to reside iu Vic- 
toria with his family. Ho supported tho 
resolution, bolieving that all the building 
required was furnishing. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott informed Mr. Beaven 
that when. Dr. Jones was appointed Resi- 
dent Physician of tho Asylum tho stipend 
of tho visiting Burgeon, Dr. Matthews, 
ceased. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said that directly the 
Government became aware of the necessi- 
ty of making alterations ho had instructed 
Mr. Teague to prepare plans for those 
•which were roally imperative, loaviug the 
more important ones to bo made at a f u- 
tnre date. The Commissioners had re- 
ported that eertain alterations were abso- 



lutely necessary to render the building 
fit for ocenpation and the Government 
had immediately taken steps to have those 
alterations made. The Govornment had 
boon guided by the opinion of the Com- 
missioners and he (Mr. V.) had a few 
days siuco been placed in possession of 
plans to enable him to invite tenders for 
tho work contemplated. He could not 
see why Mr. Beaven should expect tho 
Government to take hia opinion in pre- 
ference to that unanimously given by 
three other competent gentlemen. [Hear.J 
He (Mr. V.) also thought it exceedingly 
ridiculous that Mr. Beaven should acouse 
tho Govornment of cansing delay to ena- 
ble tho rosident physioian to reside in 
Victoria instead of Now Westminster. The 
accusation was too absurd to merit no- 
tice. The Government could not have 
dono otherwise than accept tho report of 
tho Commissioners as to alterations "abso- 
lutely necessary," and everything had 
been done to oxpedito tho proseoution of 
the work. 

Dr. Ash said that inside of twenty -four 
hours tho patients could be made just as 
comfortable in the new building as they 
aro in the present institution: He hoped 
tho House would support the resolution 
and submitted that it was unwise to make 
an asylum too comfortable. If such a 
courso wero pursuod, patients who had no 
right to occupy Provincial institutions 
would dock in from tho neighboring 
States. 

Mr. Smith had always regarded New 
Wostminster as the proper place for luna- 
tics. The present locality was most un- 
suitable. Steamers lired their guns in 
tho vicinity, and an Indian ranoherie 
was immediately adjacent. No suoh 
thing existed within miles of the site at 
New Westminster, nor wore there any 
salutes lired. Thoy wero a nico moral 
sot of peoplo there. Ho had reoently 
visited tho prosent asylum and found 
the patients well cared for and in a state 
of cleanliness. Although ho was in favor 
of tho transfor to New Wostminster, he 
did not think it should bo mado until tha 
new building had been rendered comforta- 
ble.Tho member for Now|Wostminster dis- 
trict had said a good deal about water 
and gas, but he didn't belieyo that gen- 
tleman knew tho difference between hy- 
drogen and oxygen. (Laughter.) With 
reforonco to tho physioian, it would not 
do to have a residont physician unless ho 
resided thero (loud laughter,) and he 
thought a house adjaeont to tho asylum 
should bo built for him. Ho thought tho 
amendment a reasonable one and would 
suppert it. 

Mr. Humphreys accused tho Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works of 
negligence and incapacity and held him 
responsible for the delay in the transfer 
of the lunatics. Ho maintained that the 
custody of the patients in the present 
building was a scandal and a disgrace to 
Christianity. Ho bad seon dogs ou tho 
estates of gentlemon in England better 
fed and bettor cared for than thoso unfor- 
tunate creatures and ho submitted that 
that disgraceful condition of affairs had 
boon permitted to contiHuo to enable the 
Government to provide positions forpeli. 
tical pets. There was nothing to justify 
the detention of the pationtB in the pre- 
sent building and he hoped the resolution 
would be supported. 

Mr. Walkem regretted that politioal 
animus had been allowed to form any por- 
tion of tho discussion, and whilst not 
blaming tho present Government for all 
the delay in tho transfer did not consider 
thorn free from a ineasuro of negligence 
He was sorry that the necessary feuco 
had not been erected around the building 
in July, 1877, and that 8 months' delay 
and additional inhumanity to the lunatics 
had permitted. The transfer Bhould have 
been made last July. He agreed with the 
momber for Comox that the Province 
could not afford to maintain asylums and 
hospitals for patients coming from tho 
neighboring states and ho fnrthor thought 
that thero was no reason why tho nnfor- 
tunato inmates of tho miserablo building 
on tho Indian reserve could not bo trans- 
ferred to the new building within a week 
or so, allowing necessary repairs to go en 
whilst they were there. 

Mr. Armstrong whilst refusing to adopt 
tho amondment suggested by the Attor- 
ney-General would bo perfectly satisfied 
if tho transfer were made within tho next 
month or six weeks; he had no intentien 
of moving tho resolution to annoy tho 
Government, but simply in tho intorest of 
suffering humanity. [Hear, hear.] 

Hon. Mr. Elliottsaid that tho explana- 
tion of the member for New Wostminstor 
District was quite satisfactory to the Gov- 
ernment and he (Mr. E.) would accord- 
ingly withdraw his amendment. He was 
only anxious that thetorm "immediately" 
should not bo construed to mean to-mor- 
row or the next day. 
The resolution then passed.

CONSTITUTION AMENDMENT KILL. 

Debate resumed on Mr. Baavon's 
amendment to the motion to go into com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Morrison hoped tho debate, if it 
were to be prolonged at all, would bo 
conducted without that personality and 
vituperation which had characterized the 
utterances of sevoral members. Ho was 
sure such a course would bo much more 
conducive to the welfare of the country 
at large. (Hear, hear.) With reference 
to the allusions made by the senior mem- 
bor for Victoria district relativo to his 
(Mr. M.'s) election to the House, he con- 
sidered they wero altogether too scandal- 
ous to merit the slight03t reply. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. Humphreys g^.id ho kneWgtho hon. 
gentleman did not represent his consti- 
tuents in the House. He (Mr. M.) had 
road a portion of a letter from a voter in 
that district, but ho (Mr. H.) took that 
for what it was worth. There had form 
erly been a desire to separate Clinton 
from Lillooet,buttho tide had now turned. 
He defied tho hon. gentleman to prove 
that tho votors of Clinton were in favor of 
the Bill, for they did not know it con- 
templated reducing the extent of that 
electoral district. The hon. gentleman 
then continued at somo longth to speak 

gainst tho measure, and to assert that 

upporters of the Government did not re- 
present tho wishos of their constituents. 

Mr. Williams followed, and asked that 
Nanaimo and Cassiar should have addi- 
tional representation given them. He re- 
gretted that he had boon unable to con- 
vince anyone of the injustice of tho 
measuro, but would vote against it never- 
theless. He considered the Govornment 
were trying to force the Bill through the 
Houso because they had a bare majority. 
He cousidorod tho majority being so smull 
was a very great reason why tho Bill 

hould be submitted to tho constituents 
for their approval. It would undoubt- 
edly increase tho taxation of tho country. 
The hon. gentleman then proceeded to 

peak on tho reduction of the indemnity 
to membora arguing strongly against it. 

The House then adjourned till 2 p.m. 
to-morrow.

Cariboo Timber Leases. 

Ouo of the mining companies interested 
on tho Bonanza Ledgo made application 
for upwards of 12,000 acres of timber 
land adjoining that now celebrated local- 
ity. We understand that tho company's 
surveyors wero actually at work staking 
off the ground when the miners telegraph- 
ed to the Chief Commissioner protesting 
against tho grant. The Chief Commis- 
sioner at once directed the land to ba re- 
served. It is the intention of tho Gov- 
ernment to grant no moropolist rights at 
Cariboo or elsewhoro — neither in timber, 
water privileges or mining olaims. The 
Act undor which application was made 
was passed during Mr. Walkem's time, 
and as that gentleman is responsible for 
i s existence it is hoped that ho will assist 
in its amondment. 

From the Northwest Coast. 



The steamer Otter arrived at o'clock 
yesterday morning from Wrangel, whore 
she reached on har trip up on tho evening 
of Sunday the 3rd inst., after calling at 
all tho way ports. She left again on Mon- 
day for Massett harbor, and aftor calling 
thero aud at Fort Simpson, Metlakatlah, 
Inverness, Bella Bella, Bolla Coola, Fort 
Rupert, Alert Bay, and coaling at Nanai- 
mo on her way down, reached hero yes- 
terday. She brought down as passengers 
Messrs. J.W. McKay, Sohultz, McPhoe, 
Gray, Smith, Woodcock, Harris, Brex- 
din, Fraser, Shaw, Huson, Yeoman, and 
about 20 Indians. Sho reports the ico in 
Stickeen River to bo still in an unsafe 
condition for travelling. There were ru- 
mors of rich strikes on Doaso Creek and 
tho Third North Fork of McDame Creek. 

Minerals.- Mr. J. W. MoKay brought 
down from his last trip to tho Northwest 
Coast two or three tons of rook in somo of 
which, taken from a ledgo 12 feet in width 
situated near Fort Simpson, traces of both 
gold and silver have been found, and it is 
beliovod that a thorough assay will prove 
it to bo of considerable value. Samples 
taken from another ledgo in the same re- 
gion were assayed by Mr. McKay himself 
and averaged 31G0 to tho ton in gold. Mr. 
MoKay has likewise somo specimens of 
graphite from tho slato ranges near Fort 
Simpson, whero thiB useful mineral is 
said to be abundant. 



Thb Bishop of Athabasca, Rev. Mr. 
Bompfus, has arrived at Metlakatlah, 
overland in five months, to baptizo In- 
dian converts. From Metlakatlah the 
rev. gentleman proceeded to Massett 
Harbor, on Queen Charlotte Island, 
and from thence to Fort Simpson by tb.9 
steamer Otter. He may be expected to 
arrive by tho steamer California. 

No Chance. — A man named Thomas R. 
Stephenson writes to the Oregonian from 
Victoria to say that ho shot and wounded 
a man at Ranier, Washington Territory, 
in defence of his property, and fled to 
Victoria, because he knows he oannot get 
fair play at tho hands of a jury in Wash- 
ington Territory. 

Lamb and Mint Sauce. — Mr. Fred. 
Reynolds, of London and Leadenhall 
Markets, advertises the first Spring lamb 
and mint sauco of tho season for to- 
morrow. Thoso lambs wero bred from 
the very best stock and aro "native and to 
tho manor born," having first seon the 
light of day at North Dairy Farm. 

A Masterless Ship. — A dispatch has 
beon received at Portland whioh Btates 
that tho British ship Rodell Bay arrived 
at Queenstown on the 5th inst. from As- 
toria in charge of the boatswain, the cap- 
tain and mate having died en the voyage. 

Senator Maodonald, of British Co- 
lumbia, arrived in Ottawa this morning.

The Gas Question. 

Editor Colonist: — The involving of 
the city in darkness naturally revives 
the gas question and with it the usual 
interrogatory. Who is to blame ? 
From the council reports it appears 
that the gas company made the follow- 
ing oiler to tho city council, viz: That 
the gas company would light the city 
at tho rate of $4.25 per lamp per month 
for tbo period of five years from date 
of acceptance of such proposal. At a 
subsequent meeting of tho council it 
was resolved that the council accept 
the offer of the gas company, as to 
price, but to limit the contract to their 
term of office only. This decision of 
the council apparently did not satisfy 
our local monopoly nor its secretary, 
who notified tho council that unless 
the contract was awarded to them at 
their price for the full period of five 
years the gas company would discon- 
tinue the supply of gas to the city 
lamps, and at this stage public opinion 
on tho matter seems to bo at variance 
with the facts. The gas company are 
attempting to depopularize the act of 
the council by stating that the conduct 
of the council was stimulated by tho 
desire to build a City Hall and thus 
divert tho public mind not only from 
facts, but from the glaring monoply in 
the price of gas, whioh becomes doubly 
apparent when reminded of the exist- 
ence, by dark streets and an exorbit- 
ant xmce for a very inferior kind of 
gas, iu tho faco, also, of the jfact that 
a company houded by E.J.Baldwin, of 
San Francisco, offer to supply 'gas to 
to that city at the rate of $2 por 1,000 
feet and procure the coal from which 
it ia made from British Columbia and 
Australia. Many gas companies in 
California have had their exhorbitant 
rates of gas reduced by being forced 
into competition with petroleum, gas 
workB which supply a better gas from 
a ono foot burner and give more and 
better light than the ordinary five feet 
burner used by coal gss companies at 
one half the cost. I do not think a 
worse grade of gas is used on the 
Pacific Coast than ia used in Victoria 
in comparison to tho price charged, 
and I think it has become the duty of 
gas consumers to find cheaper sys- 
tems, and act accordingly. In view of 
the fact that science is daily discover* 
ing new modes of lighting, I think 
the council actod very properly in re- 
fusing to sign any contract for a longer 
period than their term of office, and 
the public, no matter how inconven- 
ienced, is morally bound to sustain 
them in refusing to be coerced by a 
monopoly which spares neither means 
nor expense to carry out its designs. 
There are men in Victoria at the pre- 
sent time who, if properly encouraged 
by the consumers, will undertake to 
light the city and supply gas at the 
rate of $3 per 1,000 feet for the first 
three years, and at about $2.50 there- 
after. Tho sooner some actiou is taken 
in the matter the better; and it is to be 
hoped our long suffering consumers 
will see it to their interest and conven- 
ience to do so.

Editor Colonist:— Objeotion is being 
made to giving Cowichau three members 
instead of two; but I thinkif thoso who 
aro opposed to it would consider the mat- 
ter intelligently their objections would 
vanish. Looking at it impartially popu- 
lation should not be tho only basis of re- 
presentation. One constituency may 
have a largo population and only one in- 
terest, whereas another may have a 
small population and several interests. 
Tho Nanaimo Free Press is very indig- 
nant because it is proposed to give Na- 
naimo only one member, and that samo 
sheet has made somo vory unfair com- 
parisons in respect to Cowichan, for it 
says wo havo only ono interest, namoly, 
agrioulture. Now, let us seo what we 
have got. The Finance Minister, in his 
able speech on Monday, enumerated sev- 
eral of our interests; but some ho was 
either not aware of or forgot. In the first 
place we have the oldest live sawmill on 
tho Island, which has sawed more timber 
than can be found within a radius of ten 
miles of Nanaimo. The writer speaks 
knowingly, and wo will have another saw- 
mill of muoh larger capaoity forected 
within the noxt three months. There is 
in Cowichan what Nanaimo has not, a 
largo amount of the finest timber to back 
it up. We have a largo amount of (what 
tho Free Press has given us credit for) 
agricultural land. But the Free Press 
forgot to say how much agricultural land 
Nanaimo had. It is a well known fact 
that outside of three or four farms a gor- 
den patch can hardly be found in the 
whole district. Again, we can show the 
Free Press what ho cannot show in his 
distriot — bonafiio quartz lodes, bearing 
gold, silvor and copper. Nannimo has 
bituminous coal; but several soiontiflo 
men have pronouneeYl that Cowiohan has 
an unlimited field of both bituminous 
aud anthracite coals, as well as tho finost 
of iron ore in close proximity. 

Now why should tho town of Nanaimo, 
with its one coal niino and ono interest, 
have two members? Are not tho Welling- 
ton, the Newcastle, the Cornish mine, 
the Harewood, and Chase mines all out- 
side of Nanaimo Town? And will theynot 
put-vote the few sparse agriculturalists 
at the polls? Then surely three members 
are enough to represent Nanaimo coal 
interests, and it is preposterous to ask for 
more. W. A
